There I was sitting on a breezy 
restaurant terrace on a sunny Califor- 
nia afternoon. Somewhere out in a 
sea of faces and gaily colored, feath- 
er-tufted hats my husband and three 
little boys were off to ride the people- 
size spinning cups and saucers at the 
Mad Hatter’s Tea Party. As I luxuri- 
ated under a big yellow umbrella, I 
was startled to see Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarfs walk past, doing a 
sort of hop-skippity step. 

Gazing over the heads of the crowd, 
I spotted two Swiss mountaineers in 
Alpine caps and leather breeches scal- 
ing the Matterhorn Mountain.. They 
were using ropes and climbing axes to 
inch their way toward the snow- 
capped peak about ten stories up in 
the sky. 

OA band of children near me were 
clustered around a spaceman about 
seven feet tall who was demonstrating 
a ray gun. He wore a silver suit with 
a huge Plexiglas bubble helmet; the 
children were enchanted. 

CI wondered what would happen 
next. Just then, marching down Main 
Street, came a brass band in brilliant 
red-and-gold uniforms, the sun gleam- 
ing.on their trumpets and trombones. 
With a crash of cymbals and roll of 
drums, they struck up “The Stars and 
Stripes Forever” and a horde of horse- 
drawn trolley cars, surreys with the 
fringe on top, bicycles-built-for-two 
and horn-tootling 1905 automobiles 
paused or scattered out of their path. 
OI sat there listening to the spine- 
tingling music, the shouts of laughter 
and the delighted cries of children. 
Where in the world could all this 
happen, I asked myself, except at Walt 
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‘Disney’s famous Magic Kingdom, in 
Anaheim, California? 

O You start having fun at Disneyland 
from the moment you find yourself 
inside on Main Street, U.S.A., a typi- 
cal American small town back around 
the turn of the century, with gas-lamp 
street lights, horseless carriages, ice 
cream parlors and apothecary shops. 
At the foot of Main Street is the Cen- 
tral Plaza, around which are grouped 
the entrances to the four main areas: 
Adventureland. Frontierland, Tomor- 
rowland and Fantasyland. 
Frontierland is Indians, log forts, 
mining camps, American history, the 
wonders of nature and the great out- 
doors. Adventureland is tropical jun- 
gles, big-game animals and exotic cor- 
ners of the world. Fantasyland is all 
the storybook wonders (Peter Pan, 
Sleeping Beauty, Snow White) of 
Walt Disney’s films. Tomorrowland, 
of course, is the land of the future 
with space rockets, monorail trains 
and nuclear submarines. 

It sounds as if Disneyland were an 
enormous sprawling place, but, ac- 
tually, everything is so compact and 
the exhibits and attractions are so 
ingeniously arranged that you stroll 
through the whole Magic Kingdom in 
a few hours with no effort. 

0 My family’s first choice of the day 
was the Jungle River Cruise in Ad- 
ventureland. At a long wharf on the 
edge of the tropical forest we were 
assisted aboard a white launch with a 
candy-striped canopy. Our “native 
guide.” a college boy armed with a 
big black revolver with plenty of 
blank cartridges, took the helm and 
we swung down a narrow channel 

















overhung with bamboo trees 
strange vines. 











In the next ten minutes we 











transported through the misty 
forests of the Amazon and the Co: 
where banyan and palm trees a 
60 feet high, beneath great waterf 
and through the swirling rapids of 
Nile. On the banks of the river 
glimpsed roaring lions, zebras, cru 
bling ruins of ancient temples, ch 
thumping gorillas, yelping jack 
and giraffes. Huge bull elephas 
flung up their trunks and trumpel 
defiantly at us. Bellowing hippope 
muses and crocodiles rose out of 
murky waters with gaping ja 
threatening to overturn our laun 
As our guide spun the helm frantica 
to dodge among them and “bla 
blammed” away with his revoly 
the grownups as well as the your 
sters shrieked with excitement. W 
Disney’s wild animals may be ma 
believe, but they scare the dayligk 
out of you. 

Next we scrambled up a stairca 
that wound through the branches 
an enormous mango tree in which 
perched the Swiss Family Robin 
Treehouse. 

Tt was only a few steps from the 
to Tomorrowland, where bulla 
nosed blue-and-orange monorail trai 
swished smoothly overhead on 
two-and-one-half mile track that win 
through Disneyland and carries pa 
sengers back and forth to the hot 
outside the grounds. é 
UO Here was a fleet of gray “nucles 
submarines,” each 50 feet long, read 
to take us on a dive beneath the se. 
Hatches clanked shut as soon as y 
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had gone below and taken seats at 
rows of glass portholes. Everyone 
froze as the captain’s orders to 
“Dive!” barked over a speaker system 
and we sank in a frothing cloud of 
bubbles. Moving slowly along the 
ocean bottom, we cruised through a 
South Seas lagoon thick with brilliant- 
ly hued fish, under the North Pole ice 
and through the Graveyard of Sunken 
Ships. We were waving at a mermaid 
who was reclining on a pirate treasure 
chest full of gold pieces, when sud- 
denly the submarine was attacked by 


the monstrous waving tentacles of a 
giant squid! It doesn’t pay to relax 
for a moment when you're on a Dis- 
neyland ride. 











Before lunch there was time for 
a performance at the Enchanted Tiki 
Room, a large palm-thatched theatre 
filled with hanging baskets of orchids, 
war canoes, several totem gods and 
all sorts of tropical birds. The lights 
dimmed, jungle drums boomed, and 
suddenly everything came to life; the

broke into a chorus of catchy melo- 
dies. 

Right next door to the Tiki Room 
was an ideal place for lunch: The 
Tahitian Terrace. Its tables are set 
among a glade of palm trees and a 
lovely waterfall gushes out of a moun- 
tain cliff. Then there’s the Plaza Inn, 
where I took my afternoon siesta on 
the terrace while the boys rode the 





bobsleds that race down the Matter- 
horn Mountain and miniature sports 
cars that snort around the ribbons of 
roadways in Tomorrowland’s “Au- 
topia.” 

Altogether Disneyland has 20 res- 
taurants and refreshment centers sery- 
ing food ranging from flapjacks and 
Mexican chili in Frontierland to fancy 
French dishes at the Gourmet Restau- 
rant over at the Disneyland Hotel. No 
alcoholic beverages of any kind are 
served. 

Aside from its dazzling attractions. 
the most striking features about Dis- 
neyland are its friendliness—and 
cleanliness. The streets and beautifully 
landscaped gardens are immaculate. 
A piece of popcorn or candy wrap- 
per seldom stays on the ground more 
than a few moments before a mainte- 
nance man appears out of nowhere to 
pluck it up. 

Later in the afternoon I joined my 
husband and the boys on an expedi- 
tion into Frontierland, with its log 
stockades, cowboys and Indians and 
stagecoaches. We climbed into a West- 
ern Mine Train that took us on a 
tunnel ride into a mountain which 
re-created the wilderness and desert 
regions of America that were por- 
trayed in Disney’s Beaver Valley, Liv- 
ing Desert and other nature films. In 
























forest ponds, beavers were busy 
ing, swimming with branch 
building dams; grizzly bears 
for salmon in rushing rivers 
elk battled in a woodland glad 
the rattlesnakes and prairie de 
livened a moonlit desert.

Lincoln first appears seated in deep 
contemplation, apparently immobile. 
But, through the skills of the Disney 
imagineers, he rises from his chair 
and delivers excerpts from speeches 
he made as a lawyer, legislator, and 
finally as President of the United 
States.
